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Our Lord Teaching Us To Pray 


1 Thess. 5:17, “Pray without ceas- 


ing.” 
We are taught to pray and not to 
faint. “Prayer” means intercession 


and supplication. The word “interces- 
sion” means the act of interceding 
and meditation. The word “supplica- 
tion” means humble and _ earnest 
prayer or entreaty. 


Now we will take you to Matt. 6:9 


j where our Lord teaches us to pray and 


how we ought to pray. He said, “Aft- 
er this manner therefore pray ye: 
Our Father which art in heaven.” Let 
us stop here just a minute. If we have 
a Father in heaven and know Him 
as we ought to know Him, and we will 
know Him if we are His sons and 
daughters, we have a right to call Him 
Father. Every son that is born into 
the world knows his father from an- 
other son’s father. Jesus said, “If ye 
had known me, ye would have known 
my Father also .... and how Sayest 
thou then, Shew us the Father?” John 
14:7, 9. If we are Jesus’ elder brothers, 
as we sometimes say, then we have 
the same Father and we have the 
same right to call Him our Father, if 
we are His sons and daughters. 

Let us go on a little farther—“hal- 
lowed be thy name.” The word “hal- 
lowed” means to consecrate. The word 
“consecrate” means to set apart as 
sacred. The word “hallowed” also 
means reverence, and the word “rev- 
erence” means to honor and respect. 
My brother, we must honor and re- 
spect one another and our Lord in 
order to get our prayers answered. 

Jesus said if we abide in Him and 
His words abide in us, we might ask 
anything in His name and it shall be 
done. Praise God, I begin to feel some- 

thing in my soul! Praise His dear 
Oui: I am glad we have a “Father 
which art in heaven,” aren’t you? one 
that can be touched with our infirm- 
ities, who forgiveth all our sins and 
healeth all our diseases, who opens 
the eyes of the blind, unstops the deaf 
ears, and turns the dumb tongues 
loose. Have you any time for Him? 
Just stop and think how good He has 
been to the human race, or to you as 
an individual. 

Notice the prayer again, the 10th 
verse, “Thy kingdom come.” The 
kingdom He had reference to is not a 

ngdom of this world, but is the in- 
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- ward kingdom. Rom. 14:17, “For the 


kingdom of God is not meat and 
drink, but righteousness and peace 
and joy in the Holy Ghost,” which 
awaits outward manifestation of the 
kingdom of God at the coming of 
Christ to reign upon earth. My broth- 
er, you do need the kingdom in your 
soul in order to pray and feel joy and 
peace. Now the kingdom of God is 
peace and joy and righteousness in 
the Holy Ghost. We need peace in our 
souls and no man can give peace to 
our souls but God. We need joy that 
we might smile when things go wrong. 
Joy and peace in the Holy Ghost was 
one purpose of our Lord teaching us 
to pray in this manner, because He 
knew that we had need of these 
things. And let His will be done in 
earth and in your heart. That is what 
He wants with you, that He might 
have His will in your life—‘thy will be 
done in earth as it is in heaven.” This 
is a reminder. He will get His will in 
heaven. No one can hinder Him there. 
But He wants His willin the earth 
and in you. Can you say, “Thy will be 
done,” and feel good in your soul? If 
so, don’t be weary in welldoing, “for 
in due season ye shall reap if ye faint 
not.” But if you can’t say, “Thy will 
be done,” you had better take my ad- 
vice and find out where you are 
standing, for it is His will for you to 
have the Holy Ghost. See Acts 2:39, 
“For the promise is unto you, and to 
your children, and to all that are afar 
off, even as many as the Lord our God 
shall call.” 


“And give us this day our daily 
bread.” If you will seek the kingdom 
of heaven, all of these things will be 
given unto you, such as ye have need 
of—clothes and the things we need to 
comfort us in our homes. But Jesus 
said in John 6:32, “Verily, verily, I say 
unto you, Moses gave you not that 
bread from heaven; but my Father 
giveth you the true bread from heav- 
en. For the bread of God is he which 
cometh down from heaven, and giveth 
life unto the world. Then they said 
unto him, Lord, evermore give us this 
bread.” Jesus said, “I am the bread of 
life: he that cometh to me shall never 
hunger; and he that believeth in me 
shall never thirst.” If we will feed the 


soul when it gets hungry, the body 
will take care of itself, for the soul 
will perish of hunger. Let’s feed the 
soul and feed it daily. There are many 
ways to feed the soul. One way is to 
pray. Another way is to go to church 
and hear the gospel preached in the 
old-time way. Another way is to read 
the Word. Another way is to tell 
someone about Jesus and His grace to 
save. 

In the same chapter and in the 12th 
verse, He says pray like this, “And 
forgive us our debts, as we forgive our 
debtors.” Now, brother and sister, if 
we forgive them that do us wrong 
then He will forgive us of our wrongs, 
and every one of us has something to 
be forgiven of. Oh, if we could be like 
Stephen as the stones of persecution 
were bringing him to his death. He 
looked up and said, “Father, forgive 
them for they know not what they 
do.” That is the spirit we must have 
in order to get forgiveness of our 
wrongs. “And lead us not into tempta- 
tion, but deliver us from evil ...” If 
you will say “yes” to God’s will and 
forgive your debtors, He will forgive 
you and deliver you from all tempta- 
tion and all evil. “For thine is the 
kingdom, and the power, and the 
glory, for ever. Amen.” The joy and 
peace, the Holy Ghost and all are for 
everyone that will seek after His will 
and pray this prayer.

The 
recommendation is a report of the 
committee appointed a year ago by 
the president of Yale to “study the 
role religion should play in a univer- 
sity.”

50 Missionaries To Go 

A report from Chunking, China, to 
the effect that fifty Protestant mis- 
sionaries are expected there in Sep- 
tember, from the United States, is re- 
ported by RNS. The Methodist, Pres- 
byterian, Lutheran, Seventh Day Ad- 
ventist, and Church of Christ de- 
nominations are all represented in 
the group. Permission has been given 
by the U. S. embassy for travel, and 
will leave the U. S. as soon as Army 
authorization is received.

Alcoholics in the U. S. 
Now reports that, “National 


W.C.T.U. president, Mrs. D. Leigh Col- 
vin, presented staggering figures to 
show that the great American hang- 
over has doubled and its cost more 
than tripled in the eleven years since 
repeal. 

“Quoting United States Department 
of Commerce tabulations, she cited 
the following: 

“From 1934 to 1945 Americans con- 
sumed more than 21,500,000,000 gal- 
lons of liquor, wine and beer, for 
which they spent more than $44,000,- 
000,000. 

“Annual per capita consumption 
jumped from 10.53 gallons in 1934 to 
20.48 gallons last year and annual 
consumer expenditures from $2,000- 
000,000 to more than $7,000,000,000. 

“During the eleven-year period sale 
of draught beer remained constant at 
930,000,000 gallons annually, but the 
flow of packaged beer to homes in- 
creased from a mere 310,000,000 gal- 
lons in 1934 to 1,500,000,000 gallons in 


1944. 
“Prior to 1940 Americans’ spent 
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more money for beer than for any 
other alcoholic drink. Thereafter re- 
tail hard liquor purchases outstripped 
those for beer, reaching a 1944 peak 
of nearly $4,000,000,000—more than 
half the Nation’s cash outlay that year 
for all alcoholic beverages. 


“It has been figured (Crane Book) 
that 63.352 lineai zeet of one-half inch 
pipe holds one gallon; and the length 
of such pipe required to hold 211,- 
500,000,000 gallons would be 257,- 
967,424 miles! 


“This length pipe would go around 
the earth at the equator 10,319 times! 

“Running at one cubic foot per min- 
ute—about the same as a house fau- 
cet at full blast—it would require 
5,468 years for the last gallon of that 
liquor to run out!”

Indian Self-Government 


It will not be an easy thing for In- 
dia to set up a_ self-governmental 
body. The greatest difficulty in India 
is, according to reports, not political, 
but religious. That India wants self- 
government may be a fact acceptable 
to all India; but when an attempt is 
made to institute it, the question of 
religion will hinder it. Gandhi has 
championed a free India, but he be- 
longs to the high caste Hindus and it 
is believed that there is an “impass- 
able gulf” between him and 60,000,000 
low caste “untouchables.” To this sit- 
uation must also be added the fact 
that there are Moslems, Parsees, and 
Sikks, who will not likely mix with the 
Hindus, to say nothing of the high 
and low caste problem. If India is 
given her freedom by Britain, how will 
she control her religious strife when 
fomented by political maneuver?

Surviving Jews 


Commenting on the survival of 
Jews in Europe, Missionary Magazine 
stated that, “According to an official 
spokesman of the Jewish Agency’s ex- al 
ecutive, about 1,500,000 Jews have sur- *. 
vived throughout liberated Europe, 
including refugees sheltering in Allied 
or neutral countries. 

He estimates that 30,000 Jews in 
Rumania had survived, besides 270,000 
refugees from Hungary and Poland; 
175,000 Jews in Budapest and else- 
where in Hungary; 170,000 in France _ | 
and 250,000 Polish-Jewish refugees in ty 4 
side Russia. The remainder are dis- j 
tributed throughout Europe, includ- 
ing 65,000 still in Poland. Britain has 
55,000 refugees, Switzerland has 32,000, 
Sweden has 13,000, and Spain, Por- 
tugal, and North Africa have 8,000. 

In addition, tens of thousands were 
recently rescued by the American, : 
British, and Russian Armies from : 
concentration and labor camps in 
Austria, Germany, western Poland 
and Czechoslovakia, including Ber- 
gen-Belsen, Buchenwald, the Treres- 
ienstadt, where 45,000 Jews survive, 
though now threatened by a grave 
typhus epidemic.

Some 500,000 Jews took part in war 
operations against the Axis, accord- 
ing to Jewish Missionary Magazine. 
There were 5,000,000 Jews killed in 
Europe, according to Dr. Tenen- 
daum. It is estimated that out of 
3,500,000 Jews originally in Poland i 
that not more than 65,000 remain.

REUBEN WOODALL 


Text: “Then departed Barnabas to 
Tarsus, for to seek Saul: And when he 
had found him, he brought him unto 
Antioch. And it came to pass, that a 
whole year they assembled themselves 
with the church, and taught much 
people,” Acts 11:25, 26. 

Notice that Barnabas was a man 
full of the Holy Ghost and faith. God 
is using people who are full of the 
Holy Ghost and faith. What we need 
today is a refilling of the Holy Ghost 
and fire. We need the dross burned 
out of our lives so that God can see 
more of the image of His Son shining 
in our lives. Remember, to be a Chris- 
tian is to be Christlike. God chose 
Barnabas to go to Antioch. This great 
work came about at Antioch through 
the persecution of Stephen. It took 
the stoning of Stephen to get other 
ministers to preach the gospel. If you 
notice, they were to preach the gospel 
to the Jews only, but there were some 
with such burning zeal that they 
seemed to forget that they were to go 
only to the Jews. They started preach- 
ing to the Grecians also. The scrip- 
ture says, “The hand of the Lord was 
with them: and a great number be- 
lieved, and turned to the Lord.” This 
must have been a Holy Ghost revival. 
I can imagine those Holy Ghost 
preachers feeling good. This revival 
had been noised abroad. You no doubt 
are wondering if this revival was ad- 
vertised. No, I do not believe there 
had been any advertisements printed. 
The Holy Ghost started the fire to 
burning. The fire soon spread abroad 
and came to the ears of the Church at 
Jerusalem, or Headquarters. Some 
people do not believe in headquarters, 
but God does. God said, “Be subject to 
them that have the rule over you.” 


The Church at Jerusalem sent Bar- 
nabas to Antioch, and the scripture 
says when he arrived in Antioch he 
saw the grace of God and was glad. 
The scripture did not say he criticized 
or found fault with them. Barnabas 
says in Acts 11:23, “He exhorted them 
all that with purpose of heart they 
would cleave unto the Lord.” Brother, 
Sister, have you a purpose in your 
heart that you will cleave to the Lord? 
We purpose in our hearts to do most 
anything we want to do and we see 
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to it that that purpose is carried out. 
If we want to buy a home, we see that 
that purpose is carried out; if we want 
to buy a new car, we see to it that that 
purpose is carried out; or whatever we 
desire. Why? Because we are in- 
terested in those purposes or plans 
when we have a purpose in our heart 
to do. We want to notice that these 
people at Antioch had already re- 
ceived the word or message of salva- 
tion and were saved, but still they 
needed teaching. Notice whom God 
sent to Antioch. They were men who 
had on the whole armor of God and 
were able to teach them the truth 
concerning God’s Word. They were 
teachers of the Bible from Genesis to 
Revelation and could rightfully divide 
the Word of truth. 


THESE PEOPLE HAD BEGUN 
RIGHT—THEY WERE READY NOW 
TO WALK IN MORE LIGHT. “If we 
walk in the light, as he is in the light, 
we have fellowship one with another, 
and the blood of Jesus Christ his Son 
cleanseth us from all sin.” That little 
word “IF” has kept many of us from 
the blessings of God, because we 
failed to notice it—we meet the con- 
ditions with God, “for as many as re- 
ceiveth him to them gave he power to 
become the sons of God.” Therefore, 
since we have become sons of God, we 
are buried with Him by baptism into 
death. 


Someone says, I do not have to be 
baptized in water. You know Naaman, 
that Syrian king, did not have to go 


down and dip seven times in that old oe 


river of Jordan. God did not compel 
him to. He was told what to do if he 
wanted to be healed of leprosy. It was 
an act of obedience. You notice it was 
the little word “if” that brought about 
his healing. Of course, the rivers 
around him no doubt were not so 
muddy, but it was an act of obedience. 
Brother, Sister, we will never get any- 





where with God until we learn to “or 


obedient. Obedience to God is not a 
matter of what some doctor says 
about it, but it is a matter of what 
God has to say about it. You may ask, 
“May I be sprinkled instead of bap- 
tized?” God does not compel you to 
be baptized, but “if we walk in the 
light, as he is in the light, we have 


fellowship one with another, and 
the blood of Jesus Christ his 
Son cleanseth us from all sins.”

believe that every child of God will 
strive to keep that fellowship from 
being broken. In Romans 6:5 notice 
the word “if.” “If we have been 
planted in the likeness of his death, 
we shall be also in the likeness of his 
resurrection.” I want to be in the like- 
ness of His resurrection; I can if I 
meet conditions with God. God saves 
us as if it were on the installment 
plan, if we do what He tells us. “Not 
every one that saith unto me, Lord, 
Lord, shall enter the kingdom of 
heaven; but he that doeth the will of 
my Father which is in heaven.” You 
may say, “How do I know the will of 
the Father?” The best way to know 
the will of the Father is to be an 
obedient child of God, for if we 
are obedient to the Word of God, we 
will be doing the will of our Father 
which is in heaven. We read these 
words in John 4:34, “Jesus saith unto 
them, My meat is to do the will of hi 
that sent me, and to finish his work.’ 
One thing that God is going to have 
is a finished work. If He cannot get 
you and me, He will get someone else, 
thereby we will lose the blessing that 
could have been ours. God is still 
pouring out His Spirit on those that 
are faithful. Another thing that will 
cause us to be faithful is to study our 
Bible daily and not neglect prayer. 
STUDY THE BIBLE. Notice Peter 
says in 1 Peter 2:2, “As newborn 
babes, desire the sincere milk of the 
word, that ye may grow thereby.” Aft- 
er a baby is born into the world it 
nourished on milk for a period o 
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time, until it has grown to where it 
can gradually take a little meat. And 
the baby does not eat too much to 
start with, but grows day by day un- 
til it becomes a strong child. A babe 
born into God’s kingdom needs this 
nourishment of the Word that it may 
grow. Therefore, it is very necessary 
for a young Christian to study the 
Word of God, that he might be rooted 
and grounded in the Word and may 
become strong in the Lord. The devil, 
as a roaring lion, is going about seek- 
ing whom he may devour. If you are 
weak in the Lord he will always try 
you on your weakest points. He knows 
where our weakest points lie. It may 
be your best friend which is your 
hardest trial, but God said His grace 
was sufficient and with every tempta- 
tion He would make a way of escape. 
The great trouble with so many peo- 


- ple, they try to live a Christian life in 


their own strength. Jesus said, “My 
yoke is easy and my burden is light.” 
There are so many who get on the 
wrong yoke. You remember, Saul one 
time put his armor on David and got 
him ready to go down to meet the 
giant. David said, “I have not proven 
this armor,” so he took it off, got five 
stones out of the brook, his slingshot 
and went down to meet the old giant 
who had defied the army of Israel.This 
armor of David’s has been proven. 
This old-time salvation has been 
proven all down through the ages and 
has stood the test. 


We read in the Bible where it says, 
“Work out your own salvation.” I re- 
member when I knelt at the altar and 
confessed my sins to God and He 
forgave them and cast them into the 
sea of forgetfulness to remember them 
against me no more. I then began to 
work out my salvation and by the 
help of God I am still trying to im- 
prove as I go along life’s journey, 
that I might be a blessing to some 
one. We cannot be a blessing unless 
we have the blessing on the inside, 
and there will be an overflow of the 
Spirit. When some good brother or 
sister gets to shouting I get some of 
the overflow, but I wonder just how 
much of that overflow we possess so 
we can overflow and someone be 
blessed. The Bible says there shall be 
in you a well of water springing up 
unto everlasting life. 

What causes this well to overflow? 
It is prayer and supplication before 
God. 1 Thessalonians 5:17 says, “Pray 
without ceasing.” We notice in the 
third chapter of Acts that Peter and

John had a certain time to pray. We 
see them going up to the temple at 
the hour of prayer, being the ninth 
hour. We want to notice that it was 
prayer that brought results. Things do 
not just happen. There are certain 
conditions which bring things about. 
It was prayer that caused the lame 
man to be healed. Peter and John 
were just poor fishermen, but we are 
told that a certain class of people had 
taken notice that they had been with 
Jesus. I wonder if the sinner today 
has taken notice that you have been 
with Jesus, or have they taken notice 
that we have been to some show or 
worldly amusement? In 1 Peter 2:9-11 
God says that we are a chosen gen- 
eration, a royal priesthood, a holy na- 
tion, and a peculiar people, that we 
should shew forth the praises of Him 
who hath called us out of the dark- 
ness into His marvelous light. We 
have so many people today who are 
professing Christ and still walk in 
darkness. The sinner says, “If that is 
Christianity, I don’t want it.” Re- 
member, the Word says we are living 
epistles, known and read of all men. 
If we are known and read of all men, 
then we have some responsibility as 
we journey from earth to glory. Luke 
13:24 says, “Strive to enter in at the 
strait gate: for many, I say unto you, 
will seek to enter in, and shall not be 
able.” It takes more than a mere 
profession to get to heaven. Paul 
said that unto them that look 
for Him He will appear the 
second time without sin unto sal- 
vation. One thing which will cause us 
to miss heaven is to have sin in our 
lives. Romans 6:12, “Let not sin there- 
fore reign in your mortal body, that 
ye should obey it in the lust thereof.” 


Prayer will give us greater strength 
in the Lord. Isaiah 40:31, “But they 
wait upon the Lord.” There was a 
time when people would wait upon 
the Lord. Back in the early days of 
Pentecost we never thought much 
about staying late hours of the night 
to tarry before the Lord. We were 
hungry for the Lord so we tarried. 
God help us to wait more upon the 
Lord that we might renew our 
strength. Notice what Isaiah says, 
“They shall mount up with wings as 
eagles.” An eagle is a bird that soars 
high. Brother, Sister, I wonder how 
high we are soaring this day and 
time, when we are looking for our 
Lord to appear the second time? Isa- 
iah says, “Ye shall run and not be 
weary.” We are also told, “Be not 


weary in well doing.” David came to 
the point where he was discouraged 
so he encouraged himself in the Lord. 
There may be times when we will go 
through valleys that seem dark and it 
may seem that we are standing alone. 
Jesus, while on the cross, went 
through the dark valley. 


This is a time when we need some- 
thing that is genuine and not just a 
profession. Isaiah says, “They shall 
walk and not faint.” Phil. 3:13, 14, 
“Brethren, I count not myself to have 
apprehended: but this one thing I do, 
forgetting those things which are be- 
hind, and reaching forth unto those 
things which are before, I press 
toward the mark for the prize of the 
high calling of God in Christ Jesus.” 
This Christian life is a pressing way. 
Paul said, “I have fought a good 
fight, I have finished my course, ... 
and there is laid up for me a crown of 
righteousness, ... and not to me only, 
but unto all them also that love his 
appearing.” I wonder if we can Say, 
like Paul, when we have come to the 
end of the way, “I have fought a good 
fight, I have finished my course.” Let 
us pray God will help us to finish our 
course.

Three weeks I had no visitors, 
then twenty more days I was away 
from home, ten in Sarasota and ten 
in Tampa. Thanks to each of you who 
sent letters, cards, flowers, and so 
many nice things, and prayed. May 
God bless Sister Gill, my private 
nurse, for her faithfulness to me, and 
all who did anything for me. May God 
bless you.

Our convention 
offering was not doubled but made a 
nice increase. The total count was 
$112.00. 

Missions. Even though Nebraska 
is called a mission state because of 
its size, when the time comes to give 
they prove they are by giving also. 
This year our convention offering was 
more than doubled. The amount 
equaled $5.58 per member, or a total 
of $212.29. 

New Ministers. We now have four 
ministers working in the State. Two 
of these are new men: Brother Silas 
Reed, of Omaha, who brought his 
people in with him, and Brother R. M. 
Sears. These men are good, clean men 
and are working to help promote the 
work in this state. 

Souls. Not only has our gain been 
made in these works, but our preach- 
ers have worked, and for their reward 
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the Field 


there have been fourteen times as 
many saved as last year. This is what 
makes my soul rejoice with praise to 
the great King. 

This progress has been made 
through the faithful efforts of the 
ministers and laymen. Will you help 
us pray that it will be possible to 
carry the program of God and His 
Church forward in this great State un- 
til He says it is enough? Then all will 
go home for a wonderful time.— W. E.

Lord to return. That’s the result of 
one phase of missionary work, in a 
poverty-stricken land as India. 


People in the homeland don’t real- 
ize the poverty of India, unless they 
have sons in Service who have been in 
India and know the facts firsthand. 
The ordinary laborer in India before 
the war earned only the immense sum 
of 5 cents a day, while a university 
graduate teaching in an ordinary high 
school perhaps received as much as 
$10 amonth. Materially, they are 
poor, but thank God, when they get 
religion they become really rich, yes, 
rich in Christ Jesus and rich in heav- 
enly things. Just to think of the joy 
which Christianity carries into the 
dark and dismal homes of those poor 
Indians, ought to constrain every 
kindhearted and generous American 
to do what he or she can to bring that 
joy to others. 

Here’s another phase of missionary 
work. A poor father, who had been 
plodding along under the heat of the 
hot tropical sun, brought his little girl 
in his arms to the missionary. The 
child was suffering acute agony as 
the result of a broken collarbone, with 
its little arm hanging limp by its side. 
Prayer was made immediately for the 
tiny tot, and the bone was healed in- 
stantly. Today, that girl is a mother 
who is glad that she is a Christian, 
because she personally felt the heal- 
ing touch of the Great Physician. This 
is only one isolated instance of many 
miraculous healings which opened 
the door to missionary work in India, 
and brought glory to God’s name. We 
serve a wonderful God. Hallelujah! 

Let us go a step farther. One day a 
wild-looking young man came to 
headquarters and asked to be admit- 
ted to Bible School, which was in ses- 
sion at that time. Doubts at once 
sprang up in the minds of the faculty 
as to whether it would be advisable to 
accept such a tough. However, after 
much prayer and deliberation, he was 
accepted. The following few days 
made those who were responsible for 
this action wonder whether they had 
taken the right step, as the young 
man persisted in smoking and gen- 
erally making himself a nuisance. 
However, very soon he sobered down, 
and before long was gloriously saved, 
received the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost and also a call to go out and 
spread the gospel to the heathen. 
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Where is this young man now? Roam- 
ing the streets as a wild drunken sot? 
No! Thank God, he is now a wonder- 
ful native preacher, telling others of 
the darkness in which he once 
walked, and of the light which cap- 
tivated his heart. There are many like 
this young fellow over there in India, 
who had sunk down into the deepest 
depths of sin and despair, but were 
raised from the miry clay by the hand 
of the Master. And just because some 
missionary pioneer answered the call 
of God and went! 

Is missionary work a failure? I am 
sure many of our dear soldier boys 
can give an answer to that question 
in the negative. I quote from an ar- 
ticle entitled “They Made a Christian 
of Me,” by Stanley W. Teft, USN, in 
the Reader’s Digest of July, 1945: “A 
tribe of kinky-haired Solomon Island 
natives who once were head-hunters 
made practising Christians of us. I 
had not been to church or Sunday 
School since I was nine. My crew 
mates had been taking their religion 
pretty casually, too. But we aren’t 
casual any more.” There is a sample 
of missionary work reverting to white 
people like a boomerang. But it goes 
to show that as the result of mission- 
ary labor, the natives themselves have 
not only come to know the Lord,’ but 
they in turn have grasped the mis- 
Sionary spirit. If we don’t watch out, 
we will have natives coming over here 
to our own country of America and 
preaching the gospel to white heath- 
en! God forbid that we come to that 
condition in this country. 

As far as we are concerned, person- 
ally, we know that there are many 
trials and discouragements in mis- 
sionary work, but we thank God that 
we can look over the top of it all, and 
see the ultimate goal ahead—many 
dark-skinned natives assembled 
round the throne singing the praises 
of their Redeemer. Just because some 
person was willing to make the sac- 
rifice and GO!!! 

War conditions have brought many 
problems for missions. Lack of proper 
food has taken its toll of life all over 
India. In many parts of the country 
people were dying daily without 
nourishment, while food was obtain- 
able in the black markets! That is 
compassionate human nature for you. 
But thank God that we have the 
words of the kind and ever-loving 
Chief Shepherd, who said, “Give ye 
them to eat.” “Man shall not live by 
bread alone, but by every word that 


proceedeth out of the mouth of God.” 
Gas rationing and tire rationing, and 
many other things have done much 
to hinder. But thank God, Jesus IS 
Victor, and the missions are still 
flourishing in foreign lands. 

In closing, let us leave this heart- 
searching poem with you. May it burn 
into your hearts and cause you to get 
a wider and even greater vision of lost 
souls over in that vast continent of 
India: 

Is it nothing to you, 

That in India’s far-away land, 

There are thousands of people 
pleading 

For a touch of the Savior’s hand? 

They are groping and trying to find 
Him,
